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1. In early October Chinese Communist Army Headquarters was satisfied with the 
limited offensive operation saying that Chinese Communist troops without 
-adequate air cover had inflicted heavy losses on United Natione forces. 


2. Between 2 and 9 October Chinese Communist Army Headquarters in North Korea 
ordered about 150,000 troops of reserve units alerted for relief duty in the 
front lines during the current limited offensive. The majority of these troops 
consisted of reserves of the inland Defense Command stationed in the vicinity 
of the 39th Parallel. . : . 


3. The Chinese Communists move relief troops forward in regimental groups at the 
“rate of about 15 miles per day. Their movement is gradual but continuous. 
Heavy equipment and field pieces are transported by truck, One week's. supply 
of food and ammunition is carried by individual soldiers. When a front line 
unit is hit hard, a fresh regiment moves into position. The troops being 
relieved are shuttled to rear areas for rest and regrouping.
